These are :— 
. Don’t talk too much yourself. 
. Don’t interrupt. 
. Don’t slip into an over-positive attitude. 
. Don’t attack; inquire. 

5. Restate fairly, in your own words, every objec- 
tion raised. 

6. Concentrate on the “key issue.” 

Elaborating on the vitality of these, Prof. Borden 
pointed out that they were so simple as to be ignored by 
salesmen of all stages and experience.
